The manager of the Ghezireh Palace Hotel 
has requested us to state that the case of the 
ghaffir Ibrahim Ismail at @hezireh was erro- 
neously by the press. It transpires 
that the death of the ghaffir in question was 
not dae to the collapse of a roof at the hotel 
but to.the fall of a piece of wood-which mor- 
tally struck the man, and which occurred 
at the so-called “Harem” which is in course 
ot being polled down. 


Princesse Toussoun Fined. 

At Leeds last week Princess Toussoun, of 
Cambria House, Elsworthy-road, Hampstead, 
was summoned for having driven a motor at an 
excessive speed at Chapeltown, on September 
1. The car was driven by the Prineess, and 
contained another lady and the chauffeor, and 
the speed was alleged to have been twenty-five 
miles an hour. The Princess, when charged 
with travelling at this speed, expressed her 
sorrow if it were true. She expressed the 
opinion that she was not going at the speed 
stated. They were, she said, going to catch a 
train. A fine of £3 and costs was imposed. 


The Amerioan cotton crop. 

The United States Department of Agricul- 
ture last-week issued its monthly report on 
the condition of the cotton crop, in which it 
states that the average condition on the 25th 
ultimo, taking the entire country, was’ 7.27, 
against 75.0 a month ago, 77.3 last year, and 
a ten years’ average of 74.5. The condition of 
Texas, the most important State, has deterior- 
ated 8 points, and at 67 shows the worst con 
dition sinee September, 1902, at 53, and 1901 
at 56. Decreases of 4 points are shown in Flori- 

‘da and the Indian Territory, 3 points in Ar- 
kansas and Tennessee, and 2 points in Louisi- 
ana and Oklahoma, while in Georgia there is 
no change in the condition on the nionth. 
South Carolina shows an improvement of 2 
points and North Carolina an improvement of 
3 points. 


MANSOURAH STONING CASE. 


The statements published in the Press ré 
the recent stoning of Jews attending a funeral 
at Mansourah, are of a very grave character. 
The disturbance appears to have been abso- 
lately unprovoked by the victims of a cowardly 
act of aggression and if the version published 
by some of our contemporaries is accurate, the 
police officer showed a curious conception of 
his duties when he released a number of the 
ringleaders in the disturbance without appar 
ently taking their names. The incident is an 
interesting commentary on thestatementof some 
of our contemporaries that there is no such 
thing as religious fanaticism in Egypt, for it 
is diffiealt. to ascribe this act to any other 
cause, knowing as we do the peaceful and 
quiet character of the Jewish communities ip 
this conntry. There is in our opinion no 
reason whatever to believe that such a spirit 
of religious animosity is generally diffased in 
the country but we hold, as we have always 
held, that there are sections of the population, 
composed we gladly admit, in most cases of 
its lees and scum, whieh cherish a violent 
hostility towards creeds other than their own, 
and are ready to manifest this hostility when- 
ever the occasion seems seitable. Such sections 
of the population are sources of danger in 
view of the constant efforts made by certain 
journalists to inflame the passions of racial 
and religious hatred and furnish a standing 
dementi to the motto of “Hospitable to all” 
which adorns the English organ of one of the 
chief of these scribes, whose propaganda, per- 
haps without intention, has always seemed 
to us most taleulated to cause outbreaks of 
hostility between the various elements of the 
population of Egypt. We hope that the Na- 
tionalist Press will condemn in suitable 
language the action of the rioters at Mansour. 
ah. Otherwise we shall be able to estimate 
at their trae worth their professions of toler- 
ance and disclaimers of anything approaching 
religions hostility. 


THE “OLIVEMOOR. ’ 

We have this morning but little authentic 
news to give concerning the situation of the 
“Olivemoor,” which appears to us to be as un- 
favourable asever. Though salvage operations 
were commenced last Tuesday the position of 
the vessel is to-day practically the same as last 
week. Weare officially informed that, given 
two days of favourable weather, there is every 
chance of the vessel being refloated, but un- 
fortunately for those in charge of the salvage 
operations the elements have greatly handicap- 
ped the work.

TORKISH TROOPS. 


(Prom Our Own Correspowpent.) 


September, 15. 

The Turkish trooship “Mecca” came out of the 
Canal yesterday morning in voluntary quaran- 
tine, bound to Hodeidah with 922 Officers and 
men, as well as 167 males, being reinforce- 
ments for the Imperial troops in Arabia. During 
her stay in the Stex toads, she is guarded by a 
Coastguard launch, as well as by the Quar- 
antine Authorities. 

The Turkish troopship “Marmora” arrived at 
Snez yesterday afternoon from Hodeidah with 
900 time expired officers and men and isnow 
waiting in the Saez roads until the nebtessary 
funds are proceted for payment of the Canal 
dues. The troopship “Mecca” sailéd for 
Hodeidah.

His Beatitade the Archbishop of Mount 
Sinai, Porfirios, is now staying at Suez fora 
tew days, and will proceed to Cairo towards 
the end of next week. His Beatitude will 
accompany, Mr. Papanichailopoulos the Greek 
ex-minister of Education who is completing 
his stndies of Sinai, to Mount Sinai in October 
next. 


Cargo of Rifles. 

The 8.8. “Sharistan” which came out of the 
Canal last Friday, had on board a large quan- 
tity of rifles for Emperor Menelik, and several 
cases for Muscat (Persian Golf). 


The Mecca Pligrimage. 

Abont 500 pilgrims are sailing to-morrow 
for Jeddah by the 8.8. “Safari” belonging to 
the K.M.L. 

‘Suez Fire Brigade. 

Last night at 11 o'clock a fire broke out in a 
block of native houses, situated behind the 
Khedivia Mail Line Offices. Thanks to the 
prompt assistance given by the fire brigade, 
the conflagration was quickly extinguished, 
though not until considerable damage was done. 
The Governor of Suez, Ibrahim Bey Halmi, 
and the chief of the Police, Mr. N. De Touris 
personally directed the operations and are to 
be congratulated on their eftorts in controlling 
the fire. 


BRITISH TRADE WITH RGYPT 


SOME INTERESTING STATISTICS. 


The “Board of Trade Journal” in an interest- 
ing article on British Trade with Africa draws 
attention to the striking increase in the trade 
of the United Kingdom with Egypt during the 
past four years. In 1902 this amounted in 
value to £20,034,000, while last year it had 
increased by nearly six millions, the total being 
£26,011,000. 

Dnring this period the imports from Egypt 
into the United Kingdom have risen from 
£13,765,000 to £16,858,000, and the exports 
to Egypt from the United Kingdom from 
£6,269,000 to £9,153,000. The increase in the 
value of the imports is chiefly due to the higher 
price of Egyptian cotton, the total value of the 
imports of which rose from £9,938,000 in 1902 
to £13,278,000 in 1906, forming in the latter 
year more than 7% per cent. of the total value 
of the imports. Of the remaining 22 per cent., 
over 13 per cent. is accounted for by the trade 
in cotton seed, which, after declining for two 
years, has continued the upward movement 
recorded for 1905, the imports being valued at 
£2,333,000 last year as against £2,119,000 in 
1905. 

Imports from different parts of the African 
continent into the United Kingdom for the 
years 1905 6 are given in the following table, 
arid are exclusive of bullion and specie : —

NEW ALHAMBRA THEATRE. 
FRENCH COMEDY TROUPE 


On the whole the acting of the above com- 
pany is distinctly good, though othe ‘talent is 
unevenly distributed, in several cased fitipdrtaht 
parts being filled in amateurish manner, so 
obvions inawkward movement and attempted 
abandon. But the stars quite atone for the 
lesser brilliancy of the satellites, and in par- 
ticular Mlle Norbert is altogether charming. 
Her clear enunciation, perfect deportment, 
and mastery of the subtle possibilities of 
French dialogue and repartee are lessons in 
the histrionic art. The French stage largely 
depends on protracted conversation and little 
action, both of which characteristics are not 
tolerated by our own audiences. But thén 
conversation with the French is not as with us, 
a necessity, bat a fine art. With the additional 
advantage of its language, there is exeeptional 
opportunity for word play on the gamut of 
human emotions. As regards the male chitrac- 
ters MM. Charpentier and Angély are good, 
but in common with the rest of the company 
mumble their words, and the Adhambra 
has not the acoustic properties for ‘a draw- 
ing-room tone. They are rather stdgey 
and occasionally far too much of the 
novelette type. The repertoire is extensive 
and contains excellent pieces, “L’Abbe Con- 
stantin” in particular being both well played 
and staged. The conta the usual 
characters of comedy and drama, the 
inevitable Abbé, soldier, and vacuous son. 
The repartee was extremely good and the 
situations excellent. French playwrights excel 
in their sitaations. ‘They know so well how to 
give the crux of the-mattér ina ‘wotd, a look, 
a gesture!

the prerogatives of the Governor of “the 
Mountain.” 

The future will show how far these appre- 
hensions are well grounded ; meanwhile Yusuf 
Pasha will require greater abilities than those 
with which he is credited, even by his sup- 
porters, if he is to make a firm stand against 
the intrigues of families and factions and the 
growth of political corruption, which proved 
too strong for his predecessor. For Muraffer 
Pasha’s administretion this mach may be 
claimed—namely, that it equitably maintained 
the balance between the various religious sects, 
each of which was, and is, only too ready to 
take offence at the slightest encroachment, real 
or fancied, on its rights as guaranteed by the 
Organic Law of 1861. Otherwise, it was un- 
successful ; Liberal views and good intentions, 
personal integrity, tact, and kindliness could 
not atone for the fatal weakness of will that 
made the late Governor the puppet of intrigues— 
local, Consular, and domestic—and diaappoint- 
ed all who had believed that his early promises 
of administrative reform would be carried into 
effect. But whatever may have been urged 
against Muzaffer Pasha’s administation, what- 
ever may be urged in the future against that 
of Yusuf Pasha, it must be admitted that the 
position of the Governor of the Lebanon has 
become far from enviable. Though, perhaps, 
the most independent of Ottoman officials 
during his term of office, he is none the less 
compelled, in view of his eventual return to 
Constantinople, to avoid all action that may 
raffle the susceptibilities or arouse the sus- 
picions of the Sultan. The Great Powers of 
Europe‘ through their representatives at Beirut 
and Constantinople, take a more or less active 
interest in his administration ; religious rival- 
ries, the intrigues of local notables and of the 
administrative council, an antiquated Constitu- 
tion, and an illogical system of local finance 
hamper his every action. He is, in short, 
condemned to carry out a most difficult task 
with the aid of obsolete machinery and with 
the certainty of interference from without and 
within 

It may be urged that this is a somewhat 
cavalier criticism of the results of the experi 
ment of 1860, that since the interference of 
Europe the Lebanon has enjoyed complete 
immonity from the distdrbances that are en- 
demic in other provinces of the Ottoman Empire, 
that the Lebanese are themselves mainly to 
blame for the growing disorganization of the 
administration,or that, givena strong Governor 
of the type of Rustem Pasha, all would once 
more go well in “the Mountain.” Before reply- 
ing to these objections it is necessary to give 
a brief sketch of the physical and social condi- 
tions of the province, as far as they have any 
bearing upon local politics, and of its Con- 
stitation according to the modified’"Organic Law 
ot 1864. 


“THE MOUNTAIN” AND ITS PEOPLE 


The province of Lebanon, as defined by the 
protocols of 1861 and 1864, is not contermin. 
ons with the mountain range of that name. It 
may be roughly described as a strip of mount- 
ainous country, bounded onthe eastky the 
watershed and on the west by the Mediterra- 
nean, averaging some 25 miles in breadth, and 
extending some 40 miles north and 30 miles 
south of Beirut, which, with the towns of 
Tripoli and Sidon, is under direct Ottoman 
administration. On the eastern slope of the 
central range ofthe Lebanon the town and part 
of the districtof Zahleh belong to the province, 
as does the isolated village of Hurmil, 30 miles 
northwest of Baalbeck. Except in the neighbour- 
hood of Beirat and in part of the district of 
Kara immediately south of Tripoli, the country 
ix simply a succession of stony ridges, project- 
ing westward like ribs from the backbone of 
the central chain and separated from” one 
another by deep and often precipitous ravines. 
Save in the low-lying areas that have been 
mentioned, the country is naturally little suited 
to agriculture, the whole of the corn crop, 
planted in the stoniest of soils, being insuffi- 
cient to supply the needs of the population 
of the province for three months. The plod- 
ding industry of the pesants has covered the 
hillsides with terraces, on which mulberries, 
vines, and a few other fruits are grown, and 
sericulture is now the principal, and in many 
districts almost the only, occapation of the 
»people, the bulk of the cocoons, waste silk, and 
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, ime family, all 
Syria; but it is equally certain that some Buro- 
peans and many natives who possess athorough 
knowledge of the country and its people can 
usually distinguish between a Maronite and a 


southern district of Shif, near Zahleh, and in 
Kesrawan, while isolated Harmil is mainly 
inhabited by Metwalis. ShOf is the centre of 


the Lebanon Druses, who are also represented | ; 


in the central district of Metn and in Jezzin 
in the extreme south. T’o turn to the Christian 
sects, the northern districts, with the im- 
portant exception of Kira, a Greek Orthodox 
stronghold, are almost entirely inhabited by 
Maronites, Zahleh is predominantly Greek 
Catholic, and in the southern provinces the 
sects are mixed, the Maronites being rather 
more numerous than the Orthodox Greeks, 
while small groups of Protestants occur here 
and there, usually in the neighbourhood of 
mission stations. No census having been 


According to the best-informed authorities, 
the Maronites number about 220,000, the 
Drases 60,000, and the Orthodox Greeks 
some 45,000, the balance of from 60,000 to 
70,000 souls being mainly composed of Greek 
Catholics and Sunni and Metwali Moslems. 
Like most mountaineers, the peasants, who 
constitute the great majority of the population, 
are adecidedly attractive race. Physically strong, 
well-made, and often good looking, they are 


mentally a shrewd, sharp-witted folk, with an | ; 


intelligence that is more European—that is, 
more ratiocinative and controlled to a greater 
extent by conscious logical processes—than 
that of the average uneducated or half-educat- 
ed Egyptian, whose mind never seems to have 
room for more than a few fixed quasi-instinctive 
ideas which he may attempt to defend, but at 
which he seldom seems to arrive, with the aid 
of reason. Politically unstable and inclined to 
petty intrigue, as opportunist as most of their 
neighbours, still somewhat deficient in moral 
courage, regarding local affairs too often from 
a sectarian or personal standpoint, their civic 
qualities are still rudimentary, though better 
developed than those of certain other Oriental 
races. In enterprise, courage, self-respect, and 
freedom from petty crime they are far superior 
to the Egyptian ; bat what most impresses the 
visitor from Egypt is their respect for women, 
whose influence on the family life of the people 
is very marked both among Christians and 
Druses. A girl may travel alone through the 
most solitary districts of “the Mountain” with- 
out fear of harm, and per contra the sight of a 
laden woman staggering along in the dost 
behind her lord, who rides comfortably on an 
ass, common enough in the Nile Valley, is 
extremely rare, if not unknown, among the 
Lebanese. 

It would be tedious and unprofitable to 
describe the civil war of 1860, which was 
simply the culmination of an ancient quarrel 
between the closely-knit Druse community 
led by the powerful families of Jumblat and 
Arslan and the less cohesive Maronites, direct- 
ed and often led by their numerous and power- 
fal clergy. The conflict was marked by numerous 
terrible incidents, such as the sack of Zahleh 
and the massacre at Dér el Kamar ; but it 
may be noted that the Druses, if ruthless in 
battle, abstained from inflicting any insult or 
harm on women and children, the more brutal 
outrages that disgraced the struggle being the 
work of Turkish troops aad of bands of fanatical 
Moslems from the vilayets of Beirut and 
Damascus. The civil war and the savage anti- 
Christian outbreaks in the vilayets caused the 
intervention of the Powers, which resulted in 
granting of administrative autonomy to the 
Lebanon. Though deprived of its natural 
outlets to the sea and shorn of some of its most 
fertile areas, the new province secured the 
inestimable advantage of being guaranteed 
against direct Turkish interference or adminis- 
tration. Its constitation, as framed in the 
Organic Law of 1861-6, its revised version of 
1864, may be very briefly summarized. 

THE ADMINISTRATIVE SYSTEM. 

Tne province is administered by an irremov- 
able Christian Governor appointed for a period 
of five years and directly dependent upon the 
Porte. He possésses full administrative powers, 
save in loval finance, is responsible for the 
collection of ta¥es and the maintenance of 
public order, and the appointment of adminis- 
trative and exeoutive officials, inoluding Judges 
of first instance and appeal, He also convokes
